This 
enthusiasm of the genuine Londoner for our northern 
countrymen and their supposed institutions is not 
easily to be explained, Probably a great deal of it 
is owing to the charm of those wonderful stories 
written by the man whose memory was celebrated 
on Tuesday by a *centenary festival.” Let us 
imagine, if we can, what a dearth of imaginative 
literature there was before the "Great Unknown” 
wrote “ Waverley,” and then let us try to realise 
the thrill'of expectation, the eager pleasure of antici- 
pation, with which Londoners, always keenly and 
sensitively responsive to the best art of the novelist, 
seized upon the successive volumes of the Wizard 
of the North and read them with kindling 
eyes and flushed cheeks. Sir Walter Scott brought 
Scotland to England; and we may add that, by his

The first 
conference which will concern England will be the

Some time ago it was feared that with the arrival 
of hot weather there would be a good deal of sick- 
ness in Paris, and that the death rate would be ex- 
ceptionally high. According to the Temps, this is so 
far from being the case that there are few great 
cities so healthy just now as the capital of France. 
In Berlin, Barcelona, Florence, Brussels, London, the 
mortality has been greater than in Paris. It has had 
no case of cholera, and the deaths from smallpox 
have become quite insignificant. This exemption 
from sickness is due, the soap states, to the excel- 
lent sanitary arrangements which are carried out by 
the authorities with unusual rigour and vigilance.

THE TERRIBLE GUN-COTTON EXPLOSION 
AT STOWMARKET. 
On Friday afternoon, the 11th inst., a series of ter- 
rible explosions took place in Messrs. Prentice's gun- 
cotton factory, at Stowmarket, Suffolk, entailing a 
lamentable loss both of life and property. 


THE FIRST EXPLOSION 

occurred, it appears, in a magazine which contained 
twelve tons of gun-cotton, and the effect it produced 
was terrific. Most of the factory itself was blown 
down, and of the 130 hands who were employed at 
that moment on the premises some were killed and a 
large number injured. The town was shaken to its 
foundations; the windows of the houses, the church, 
and the Independent chapel were blown out, and the 
shock was felt for twelve or fourteen miles. Ina 
scene of the greatest consternation, it was discovered 
that the half-demolished buildings had taken fire, 
and that the flames were spreading with the utmost 
rapidity; and, as it was well known that other 
magazines containing large quantities of the ex- 
plosive material were within reseh of the confla- 
gration, the panic became general and intense, It 
was impossible for anyone fo approach the scene to 
look for the dead and dying. Determined, however, as 
it appears, to place as much of the gun-cotton as was 
practicable out of danger, Mr. Edward H. Prentice, 
the chief director of the firm, and Mr. William 
Prentice, jun., attempted to remove a large box of 
cartridges from the drying-shed, which was close to 
the flames. Unhappily the cartridges ignited, and a 
second explosion followed, in which the two gentle- 
men were literally blown to pieces, 


ANOTHER SHOCK 


ensued immediately afterwards, and so finished the 
destruction which had been thus terribly begun. 
The engines had by this time come up, and a large 
quantity of water was poured on the flames, which 
in some measure lessened the fury of the fire, and 
with it the danger. Gangs of men were now set to 
work to search for the bodies which were buried in 
the ruins, and it was then ascertained that over 
twenty persons had been killed, besiểes a large 
number more or loss seriously wounded. 


THE SCENE IN THE TOWN 


in the midst of these appalling events was of a most 
ninful kind. Women and children, left widows or 
atherless by the calamity—or supposing that such 
was the case—were running wildly through the 
streets, screaming and imploring help and informa- 
tion. The impossibility of rendering assistance for 
a time produced an agony of suspense. Crowds of 
persons who had relatives employed in the factory 
waited to know their fate, dreading that the next 
explosion might put an end to all hope, Up toa 
late hour several persons were missing who were 
kvown to have been on the works at the time of the 
disaster, but of whom no trace could be found, 


THE WORKS OF THE TOWN. 

From the full and excellent ae ounts published in 
the ¬- Chronicle, and a supplement issued by the 
Bury Free Press, we learn that the buildings were, 
with the exception of the old water-mill, which was 
utilissd when the manufacture of gun-cotton was 
first comimenced, all on one story, and it was believed 
on all hands that, owing to the material being ina 
wet state when undergoing the various processes, and 
the precantions taken to isolato the different build- 


ings, a serious explosion was impossible; but the 
fearful disaster has shown that this anticipstion was 
fallacious, The most awful exhibition of the force 


of the explosion was to be found at the spot where 
the three magazines, in which were stored someth 
like ten tons of gim-cotton, stood. These consisted 
of three separate buildings 10 ft. by 8 ft., b A 
wood, covered with slate roofs, lined with canvas 
calico, Every vestige of these had disappeared, and 
in their place Was an enormous circular pit some 
yards in circumference and apparently 10 ft, drep, 
Stowihkiket ia not a very large town, and for- 
tuvateły the factory is not wholly surrounded by the 
houses, or the cofisequences might have been more 
disastrous. As ib is, many of the buildings in the 
vicinity have been unfovf-d, and a largo amount of 
damage has heen done to private property. On both 
sides of [ps ¥ich-strest—the main thoroughfare, lined 
with Shops—H looked As Hiväeh A score of mitrail- 
leuses had been at work ai the windows. The 
church, which has been somewhat injured, had been 
but lately restored; while the Independent chapel 
was erected only a short timo since, and is an exceed- 
ingly handsome building of the Gothic style of archi- 
tecture. It is hoped, however, that the shaking 
which these structures have feceived will not have 
seriously injured them. The houses in the market- 
place have seriously felt the force of the concussion ; 
and the Corn Exchange, though to rome extent pro- 
tected by the surrounding A ra bas received 
considera le damage. As regards the origin of the 
explosion, no certain reason can as yet bo assigned; 
bat it ja at present supposed that it was caused by 


the excessive heat which has prevailed, and which, itis 
stated, would be sufficient to account for the ignition 
of the inflammable material that was stored in the 
magazine, 
SEVERAL NARROW ESCAPES 

are recorded. One of Messrs, Prentice's assistante, 
Mr. James Hewitt, secing the fire communicating 
with the gun-cotton, turned to run, stumbled, and 
fell into a deep pit, caused by the former explosion. 
This saved his life, the débris passing over him as 
he lay. $ 

Mr. Trotman, the manager, was in the counting- 
house at the time of the first explosion, and was not 
injured. He had a narrow escape at the secoud, by 
which the Messrs. Prentice were killed, and was 
struck by some of the débris on the head, but not 
seriously hnrt. 

One lad, much shaken but not greatly hurt, owed 
his safety to having just left the shed in which he 
was at work, and his brother was blown into the old 
river, all his clothes being completely stripped from 
him. k 

Four boys were bathing in the river close by Á n 
works, and were so alarmed by the explosion th 
they ran home without staying to clothe themselves, 
all but one having escaped without injury.

of the daytime. The habit of early rising, for the 
sake of walking in the open air at the only time 
except, perhaps, an hour in the evening, when it can 
he safely taken and even enjoyed in that climate, is 
princi om mendable in India. From five to seven 
o’clock in the fine season the English resident or 
visitor at Calcutta may improve bis health and find 
plenty of amusement for his mind by rambling about 
the suburbs of that great city; or may inhale the 
fresh breeze of morning on the banks of the Hooghly, 
where he will see many things worthy of remark. 
Along Garden Reach, for instance, the elegant villas, 
with their verdant lawns and tasteful flower-gardens, 
have a very attractive ‘ot, while the distant view 
of Fort William, and the stately houses of Chow- 
ringhee, as well as the Esplanade, with its monu- 
ments, the noble Grecian edifice ealled Government 
House, the Townhall, and other public buildin 
give an appearance of truly palatial ROZ to tho 
supreme metropolis of British Asia. The river itself, 
broad as an estuary or arm of the sea, is thronged 
with vessels of many different kinds, both large and 
small, both of European and native construction, and 
where their masts aud sails are seen through the 
stems and branches of an avenue of fine trees the 
effect is singularly agreeable, The chief landing- 
place, called the “s Ghaut, with the strand 
extending northward, adorned with handsome 
buildings of an ornamental character, 
THE HORSES’ MORNING DIP. 

This and the other ghauts, or quays, as they would 
be called in England, are scenes of much lively 
bustie at an early hour of the day, when a multitude 
of native people, chiefly servants and women, come 
down for water. Tho syces, or grooms, in the 
employment of the rich are likewise to 
bring their horses down, and ta plunge with them 
into the river, while it still retains the pleasant cool- 
ness of the night. This, indeed, is the hour of 
the twenty-four during the hot season at Caleutta 
in which the mere physical sensation of life is a 
pleasure, When the sun once more makes his tyran- 
nical pe felt by every living creature the sensa- 
tion of life is a burden to horses as well as to men,

The Scotsman says that a perusal of the reports 
from the various counties shows that the season will 
be a more successful one than any since the outbreak 
of grouse disease several years ago. The birds are 
generally spoken of as strong on the wing and rather 
wild, while in some cases a tendency to packing was 
gas Still, in most cases excellent bags were 
made.

PLFASURES OF THE SPORT. 


Grouse-shooting has fascination enough to draw 
the spa of ae from their beds moon after 
sunrise; but shooting parties will lose nothing b 
broakfasting quietly aud delaying the start till ia 
tween eight and nine o'clock. By that time the 
birds will have fed and settled down again undis- 
turbed in the heather, and, as they lie the better as 
evening closes in, there will be plenty of daylight for 
a good bag. However steady and patient the dogs, 
an early start will find the grouse so restless and on 
the alert that the best shots may not improbably get 
flurried, and wild shooting at the outset will not 
improve the eye as the day goes on. For the opening 
ten days or so of the season even an indifferent shot 
may make pretty sure of killing his fair share of 
game; but after that time birds get so wary that 
straight sbooting is most essential. An old cock that 
rises at forty yards, makes a snipe-like double, and 
then flies fast close above the henther, will try one's 
accuracy of aim to the utmost. Just asa woodcock, 
flushed from some wooded stream, takes advantage 
of a friendly tree to shield him from the gun till 


setters. 
the birds pack and are difficult of approach, the 
laziest gunner can make a decent bag without trouble 
fr exertion, Taking up their positiona behind soma 


rocky ground or a 'onely pent-stack the party await 
the approach of the keepers, and, as the frightene1 
flock of grouse sweep over them, discharge all their 
barrels into the brown cloud, A dozen birds may 
fall quivering on the heather, but double that number 
have struggled off, mortally wounded, to die a 
lingering death on the moor. Such shooting is hardly 
worthy of the name of sport. But we doubt whether 
there is any more enjoyable exercise than grouse- 
shooting proper. The wild, lone scenery of the 
moor, diversified with gully and hill, the bracing, 
balmy air, and the complete sense of freedom have 
charms to which the size of the day's bag should be 
but a secondary consideration. 


THE CRICKET SEASON OF 1871. 

With the close of the Canterbury carnival on 
Saturday, and Lillywhite's benefit at Brighton this 
week, the cricket season proper terminates. In every 
respect the season has been a most remarkable one. 
Both as regards 

THE WEATHER 
and the play it is perhaps without a parallel. In the 
months which are usually supposed to be most 
favourable to outdoor games it was a sheer impossi- 
bility to enjoy the bright and healthful recreations 
which tend so much to the improvement of the 
physical being in these hurried days of severe mental 
strain and incessant excitement. The weather was 
obstinately repellant. Hardly one cricket-match was 
uninterrupted by rain, and such rain! The days 
were more like the millennium of ducks than the 
festival time of cricketers. It is only at the finish 
that the weather has proved steadily favourable; for 
no Canterbury, week has ever been more gay, bril- 
liant, and pleasant than the auspicious one of 1871. 
Despite the weather, however, the cricketing has been 
far beyond the most sanguine expectations, No previous 
exhibitions of batting have surpassed those witnessed 
this year; and this is true whether we take such 
matches as the Harrow v. Eton and the North v. 
South, or refer to the contests generally. Nor has 
the bowling fallen off, for the supremacy of the bat 
is not to be attributed to any deficiency in the 
bowling. The bowlers of the present are equal, and 
some of them conspicuously superior, to those of the 
past. But in batting there has been an extraordinary 
advance, : 
MR, W. G. GRACE'S FEATS 

are alone sufficient proof of the skill which may be 
displayed in the art of cricket. He has proved him- 
self the finest and most brilliant batsman known to 
history, amd in his distinction we possess the happiest 
augury for the future of cricket. He has a signal 
right to be especially mentioned, even when we are 
alluding to a season which is characterised by the 
largest and best scores on record. To watch how 
Mr. Grace “' times '' the ball, as well as how he places 
his “ hits ; '' to note his careful wrist play, how he 
takes bì ; in fact, how he stands or runs, and the 
every incident of his splendid achievements at the 
wicket, is to bave one of tho best lessons in our 
favourite national game. Nine years ago, at Canter- 
bury, a young man played on am emergency for the 
Marylebone Clab against Kent. and scored 192, 
going in first and carrying out his bat. After a few 
minutes' interval he went on to bowl, and demolished 
every wicket. This chance hero was Dr. E. M. 
Grace, elder brother of the present champion. The 
club presented him with the ball, mounted on a silver 
and ebony stand, together with a prize bat; and a 
similar honour, we believe, awaits Mr. W. G. Grace. 
Last week at the Oval Mr, Grace made 268 runs in 
five hours and a half, against some of the finest 
bowling in England ; and this week he has well sus- 
tained his fame at Canterbury. The cricket world 
should be proud of its ** three Graces'"'— for there is 
another, to whom we wish the success which has 
attended his brothers. 


AMATEUR BICYCLE CHAMPIONSHIP. 

This race came off on the Amateur Athletic Club 
Grounds, Lillie-bridge, on Saturday. Frith, of 
Richmond, did not start, so the race resolved itself 
into virtually a walk over for H. P. Whiting, of 
London, who, with a 42-in. driving wheel, waited on 
his other two opponents, Goldney and Rhodes, for a 
mile, and then went ahead, and, after lapping Gold- 
ney, won by half a mile. His times were:—One 
mile, 4 min. 22sec.; two miles, $min. 32 sec. ; three 
miles, 12min. 46sec,;. four miles, 16 miñ. 25sec. 
The last mile was the fastest, aud was done at the 
rate of nearly 17 miles sn hour. 

After this race J. Smith, of Fulham, trotted his 
pony in harness, Black Bess, 12 hands 3 in., a mile 
giving Keen, a professional bicyclist, 10 sec. start, and 
a well-known “ped” 75sec. The latter never had a 
chance, but Keen and the pony made a rare race. 
At three guarters of a mile the pony was within two 
yards of him, and getting level one hundred yards 
from home it broke, and, losing ‘ground, was 
beaten by three yards.

THE WRONGS OF WOMEN 
were what Miss Lydia Becker earnestly sought to 
redress at the Edinburgh meeting of the British 
Association. In illustration of the injustice done to 
her sex, she first referred to the 
MANUFACTURE OF POTTERY, 

in which both men and women are engaged :—“A 
friend of mine who visited the Staffordshire potteries 
informed me that the painting and modelling, and 
all work demanding less of bodily strength, and most 
of taste and skill, was done by men, while the labour 
of carrying the clay about was left for women. 
There is no natural reason why a woman should 
not learn to paint a teacup or model a vase as well 
as a man, and no moral or conventional reason 
why women should mot come to the workshops to 
engage in the higher as well as the lower branches 
ot the trade. The only conceivable reason for 
assigning the work demanding delicacy of touch, 
taste, and artistic skill to the men, and the rough 
mechanical work of carrying about the heavy mate- 
rials to "the women, is the ingrained notion that 
whenever men and women engage together in trade, 
the men must have the best-paid and pleasantest 
portion of the work, and the latter be engaged in a 
subordinate and ministerial capacity. In other occu- 
pations, the;work to be done is absolutely the same— 
the requirements demanded absolutely equal—yet the 
remuneration to be given to the woman-labourer. is 
arbitrarily fixed at sometbing like two thirds only of 
that which is given to a man. This remark has 
special reference to teachers, schoolmasters, and 


SCHOOLMISTRESSES 


in public elementary and endowed schools. In tho 
new code of the Education Department—and in this 
respect it is the same as the old one—the standards 
of examination are alike for both sexes. The six 
standards are regulated according to a graduated 
scale of difficulty, and boys and girls have to pass in 
the same standards in orderto earn the Parliamentary 
grant for the school. The girls have to learn all that 
the boys learn, with the extra subject of sewing. It 
would seem, then, that the girls’ teacher must know 
as much as much as the boys' teacher, and have had 
equal time, pains, and cost bestowed on her training 
for the post. Yet, after having sunk the same 
amount of capital in her education, after bestowing 
the same number of hours daily on her work, after 
turning out the same number of scholars who pass in 
the same standards as a boy, and earning the same 
amount of money for the school teacher, she is only 
to receive two-thirds as much oo. m. 
an arrangement appears to me to unjust anc 
indefensible.” - 
EDUCATE, EDUCATE, EDUCATE. 

Miss Becker said, in conclusion:—“I grudge 
nothing that is being done to promote the inte!-" 
lectual development of the other sex. But I ask for 
my own an equal share in these advantages. In order 
to attain the end after which we are all striving— 
namely, that the whole people should become 

ly educated— I believe that the truest policy, 
and that which will be the speediest in accomplishing 
the object, will be to bestow the principal share of 
attention now on that portion which is coufessedly 
behind—the education of the feminine half of the 
nation; and when the standard of education for 
women shall be brought up to the present level of 
that of men, the education of both sections of the 
people will advance more rapidly and satisfactorily 
than has hitherto been possible, and the combined 
intelligence of women and men, educated and trained 
to a thoughtful appreciation of the truths unfolded 
by a study of both natural and economic science, will 
be able to arrive at a solution of social and political 
problems which have hitherto baffled the efforts of 
the wisest of our legislators” (Loud applause). 

THE FOREIGN EXAMPLE SET TO ENGLAND 
with respect to the employment of women was apt] 
pointed out by Sir John hoida who was of n ed 
that very A ra changes were demanded by the neces- 
tities of their position, and such changes ought to te 
impelled by public opinion, and, if necossary, by 


Parliamentary legislation. Allusion had been made 


to the great injustice done to the female sex in one 
of the higher departments of science by the med cal 
schools; and he took occasion to say that the field _ 
for intelligent women in the East was almost bound- 
less. He had known many cases in which excellent 
women had actually perished because of tha 
want of medical aid. Coming nearer home, 
he alluded to the successful employment of 
women in the manufacture of watches in Switzer- 
land, where they are able to earn from 7f. to Sf. 
a day. But at Coventry, when he expressed the 
hope that the wives and daughters of the men were 
engaged on the delicate part of the machinery of 
watches, he was told that the trade union did not 
allow their competition with men. The consequence 
was that the Swiss watches went everywhere, while 
the British watches were to be found nowhere.

SWEPT OVER NIAGARA FALLS. 

Another of those sad calamities which we have so 
frequently been callod upon to record, involving the 
sacrifice of human life to the resistless flow of the 
great cataract, has (says the Buffalo Express of the 
29th ult.) transpired ;—**Two more men have been 
swept over the Falls of Niagara, making in all five 
persons who have in this way perished during the 
ent summer, No living person saw the terrible 
event or witnessed the squalo struggle which they 
doubtless made against the fate which had overtaken 
them; but the circumstantial evidence is such as to 
leave no question but that they lost their lives in the 
mannerstatod, Alexander Lancelot, a French Canadian, 
has for some time resided, with his wife and three 
children, on Navy Island, where, doubtless, he has been 
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visited at his house by more than one to whose ryes this 
record of hisloss may come. Last Wednesday morning 
he crossed in his boat to isiin for the purpose 
of getting supplies. At the-usuni time he did not 
return, and the distress of his family grew grenter 
and greater when hour after hour passed without 

At Chippewa, too, 
others were seen in mourning, for when the news 
reached them that Lanclot bad not returned to Navy 
Island, it was made known that he started away from 
the shore at twelve o'clock that Wednesday night 
accompanied in his boat by a man named Edward

The friends 
of the lost men remained in the suffering of suspense 
until yesterday, when all doubt as to the tragical 
occurrence was set aside by the discovery below the 
Falls of fragments of their boat, and a flour sack 
which they were known to have had with them.

A FATAL AFFRAY WITH POACHERS 
occurred, about midnight on the 11th inst., on the 
estate of Mr. W. A. Heygate, M.P., situated at Roe- 
cliffe, near Newtown Linford, about six miles from 
Leicester.

Before he was able to 
extricate himself he was set upon by the poachers, 
five in number, who beat him most savagely about 
the head, belabouring him so severely that his brain 
pen and his eyes and teeth were knocked out. 
eath must have been very speedy. His cries brought 
to his assistance his comrades, who, as soon as they 
appeared, were attacked by the poachers. 
desperate conflict ensued, the poachers being 
armed with stone bludgeous and flails. The keepers, 
being the less numerous of the party, were soon over- 
powered and dreadfully injured—Holt to such an 
extent that fears are entertained of his recovery. The 
noise of the conflict was heard by five of Lord 
Stamford's keepers, who were watching on the boun- 
daries of his Lordship's estates, and who at once 
hurried to the spot. The dogs pursued the poachers, 
and kept the men at bay until the arrival of the 
keepers, when another severe fight ensued, and two 
were apprehended, 
These gave the names of John Webster, a collier, 
a native of Rotherham, late of Whitwick, Leicester- 
shire, and John Kirk, native of Mushroom-lane, 
Ashby-de-la-Zouch, and late of Gresley and Castle 
Donnington.

AN ADVENTURE WITH INDIANS

an escaped Indian captive, has arrived overland at 
St. Joseph, with the details of one of the most bloody 
Indian outrages of the year. About the middle of 
June he started from Paw Valley, Texas, with 
thirteen other drivers of Blackburn’s Government 
train, for Fort Sill, Indian territory. About five 
o’clock on the evening of the 26th ult., while vee 
astream east of Fort Sill, they were suddenly attack 
by 150 Cheyennes and white desperadoes.
